mythology. What has here been said may be sufficient to show that Miss 
Weston is mistaken in the supposition that her comparisons affect the still 
undetermined problem of Celtic sources. 

The mediaeval spelling of the name of the poet here mentioned was 
Crestiien de Troies. Potvin, in his edition of the Perceval, incorrectly 
printed the name as Chrestien, and this error has been followed by several 
English writers. German scholars either give the name as Crestien, or 
(as in Forster's critical edition) translate it into the German equivalent, 
Christian von Troyes. French writers render it into modern form, Chre'tien 
de Troyes. It is not clear why English authors should follow this example ; 
we think it would be better to adhere to the mediaeval designation, and 
speak of the trouvere as Crestien of Troyes. In the volume before us the 
name is spelled Chre'tien ; the circumflex is no doubt an oversight of proof- 
reading.
